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FOREWORD. 


This  year  has  again  been  a  year  of  steady  progress  in 
matters  affecting  the  general  health  and  comfort  of  the 
population. 

Housing. 

The  rehousing  of  the  most  needful  cases  in  the  district 
has  gone  on  steadily  and  without  many  of  the  major  de¬ 
lays  which  were  being  encountered  in  previous  years. 
While  there  is  a  great  leeway  in  housing  to  be  made  up 
to  cover  the  long  period  when  no  building  took  place  as 
well  as  to  allow  for  replacement,  and  possibly  reconstruc¬ 
tion,  of  houses  now  let  at  uneconomical  rentals  and  which 
are  now'  gradually  falling  beyond  the  reasonable 
possibility  of  repair,  yet  there  is  hope  that  in  another 
three  or  four  years  time  the  whole  position  will  be  greatly 
improved. 

The  less  bright  side  is  that  with  regard  to  the  building 
of  private  houses.  It  is  difficult  to  allocate  a  greater 
proportion  of  our  already  inadequate  allocation  of  houses 
to  this  purpose,  and  consequently  the  Ministry  have  been 
asked  for  an  additional  allocation  to  enable  the  long  list 
of  private  applications  to  be  dealt  with.  It  is  also  felt 
that  this  would  provide  more  work  for  our  smaller  builders 
who  hesitate  to  tender  for  the  building  of  Council  Estates. 
This  would  not  only  result  in  a  greater  building  output 
but  would  help  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  application  for 
council  houses  and  so  save  something  in  rates.  It  is  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  Housing  Committee 
is  an  energetic  and  progressive  committee  and  has  the 
position  wrell  in  hand. 

The  Provision  of  Piped  Water  Supplies. 

Next  in  priority  to  the  provision  of  good  dry  houses 
comes  the  provision  of  a  wholesome  piped  water  supply, 
necessary  to  farmer  and  householder  alike  to  assist  in 
reaching  the  modern  standards  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene 
demanded  of  both,  without  the  great  wastage  of  labour 
and  liability  to  shortage  of  water  associated  with  old-time 
wells. 
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The  Council  have  not  only  been  fortunate  in  having, 
but  have  been  fore-seeing  in  developing,  the  sources  of 
supply  within  their  district.  Although  the  comprehensive 
scheme  has  been  held  up  for  the  present,  it  has  been  pos¬ 
sible  to  extend  the  supply  to  Steeple  Langford  and  Wylye. 
Later  it  is  hoped  to  deal  with  Stapleford,  Gt.Wishford  and 
South  Newton.  Fovant  supply  has  also  been  extended  and 
later  it  is  hoped  to  supply  the  Chalke  Valley  from  this 
source.  The  South  Hants  Water  Co.  are  dealing  with 
Landford  and  Redlynch  and  will  eventually  supply  the 
Downton  area  It  has  also  been  possible  to  arrange  for 
other  small  extensions.  Further  particulars  are  given 
elsewhere  under  Water  Supply. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

While  separate  figures  are  not  available  for  the  number 
of  children  immunised  in  the  district,  the  figures  for 
the  County  Council  as  a  whole  continue  to  be  reason¬ 
ably  satisfactory.  Diphtheria  is  becoming  a  rare  disease 
in  this  district  and  we  have  had  no  mortalities  from  this 
cause  for  some  years  now. 

Attention  was  drawn  in  previous  reports  to  the  great 
and  increasing  number  of  unvaccinated  children  in  this 
and  other  areas  ;  it  is  therefore  pleasing  to  now  report 
that  there  has  been  a  definite  increase  in  the  number 
vaccinated  this  year. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

In  the  present  rush  for  Council  Housing  and  in  view  of 
the  great  number  of  large  and  overcrowded  families 
brought  to  notice,  the  claims  of  the  old  people  tend  to  be 
unnoticed. 

During  the  year  a  study  was  made  of  other  councils' 
schemes  for  dealing  with  the  needs  of  old  people  with  a 
view  to  submitting  one  for  the  consideration  of  the  Sal¬ 
isbury  and  Wilton  Council. 

While  many  of  the  aged  and  infirm  need  institutional 
care,  or  nursing  as  chronic  cases,  there  remain  a  number 
who  would  benefit  by  untrained  help  for  heavier  work, 
for  shopping,  and  for  general  supervision  in  the  case  of 
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illness,  etc.  Generally  one  finds  this  is  done  by  some 
kind  neighbour,  but  there  are  cases  where  regular  super- 
vision  and  help  is  difficult  on  account  of  isolation, 
inaccessibility,  etc  This  type  of  old  person  often  resents 
going  to  an  institution  and  might  well  be  accommodated 
in  one  of  a  group  of  bungalows  on  one  of  the  bigger 
housing  estates,  where  arrangements  could  be  made  more 
easily  for  such  supervision  and  help  as  was  necessary  to 
allow  the  old  people  to  retain  as  much  independance  as 
they  were  able  to  enjoy,  and  at  the  same  time  lessening 
the  number  requiring  expensive  institutional  treatment. 

To  make  the  above  scheme  practicable  two  difficulties 
have  to  be  overcome  : — 

1.  The  rents  must  be  low  and  allow  for  supervision 

and  help. 

2.  A  separate  and  additional  allowance  of  houses  is 

necessary. 

As  various  other  County  Councils  have  given  assistance 
under  i.  above  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  was 
approached  as  to  the  possibility  of  their  doing  the  same 
by  means  of  a  grant  in  aid.  While  the  County  were  in 
favour  of  such  a  scheme  they  felt  that  at  the  present  time 
their  available  finances  were  fully  utilised  in  purchasing 
large  houses  for  those  in  need  of  institutional  care. 

I  was  also  informed  by  the  Ministry  that  no  special 
allocation  of  houses  could  at  present  be  made  for  this 
special  purpose. 

The  idea  had  therefore  to  be  abandoned  temporarily  at 
least  till  the  general  housing  position  becomes  easier. 

General  Health. 

There  has  been  no  widespread  epidemic  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  cases  of  major  infectious  disease  has  been 
small  and  compares  favourably  with  other  districts  and 
with  our  own  in  previous  years. 

The  birth  rate,  death  rate,  maternal  mortality  rate  and 
and  other  rates  are  all  satisfactory  figures. 


DESCRIPTION  AND  COMPOSITION 


OF  THE  AREA. 


The  Salisbury  and  Wilton  Rural  District,  comprising 
thirty-two  parishes,  situated  in  the  south-east  corner  of 
Wiltshire,  is  mainly  an  agricultural  one,  in  which  a  good 
proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  milk  produc¬ 
tion  and  the  breeding  or  rearing  of  cattle  or  sheep,  and  to 
a  lesser  extent  in  arable  farming. 

There  are  however  several  other  works  in  the  area,  such 
as  a  tannery,  bacon  and  other  foods  factory*  and  gravel 
and  sand  pits,  etc. 

At  Stratford  there  is  a  slaughter  house  which  deals  with 
the  slaughtering  of  meat  for  the  neighbouring  rural 
districts  of  Amesbury,  Mere  and  Tisbury,  Wilton 
Borough,  and  Salisbury  City,  as  well  as  for  Salisbury 
and  Wilton  Rural  District  itself. 

Certain  of  the  villages  near  Salisbury  are  semi-urban  in 
character  and  are  quite  well  populated,  while  on  the  other 
hand  there  are  in  the  district  large  areas  of  downland. 

The  area  is  a  moderately  prosperous  one  ;  there  is  a 
good  demand  for  labour  and  consequently  little  unrelieved 
distress. 

The  area  in  acres  is  110,163. 

The  estimated  population  civilian,  17,500. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £80,725. 

A  penny  rate  yields  approximately  £336  6s.  2d. 

The  thirty-two  parishes  appoint  thirty-four  Councillors 
to  the  District  Council,  which  meets  at  four- weekly 

intervals.

The  Birth  Rate* 

The  year  1951  has  been  a  satisfactory  one  from  the 
public  health  point  of  view.  Our  birth  rate,  though  not 
quite  as  high  as  last  year’s  nearly  record  figure,  is  still  a 
very  satisfactory  one,  and  compares  well  with  the  birth 
rate  for  other  districts. 

The  Death  Rate. 

Our  Crude  Death  Rate  has  varied  little  over  recent 
years.  This  year’s  figure  is  129  which  compares  with 
13  last  year.  Using  the  correcting  factor  of  083  for  deaths 
the  figure  becomes  107,  a  very  satisfactory  figure.  It  will 
be  seen  on  studying  the  figures  given  later  that  with  the 
exception  of  a  slight  rise  in  the  percentage  of  deaths  from 
cancer  the  figures  generally  have  remained  at  a  more  or 
less  constant  level.  Deaths  amongst  younger  people  are 
comparatively  rare,  and  there  were  again  no  deaths  from 
epidemic  diseases  or  from  any  new  or  special  cause. 

Notes  on  Major  Causes  of  Death. 

Malignant  disease,  Heart  disease  and  Intracranial 
lesions  accounted  for  60%  of  the  deaths. 

/.  Deaths  from  Malignant  Diseases  (I5'8%). 

Out  of  a  total  death  roll  of  226  there  were  36  deaths 
from  malignant  disease.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  overall  composition  of 
the  total  mortality  was  an  average  one,  there  being  no 
excessive  increase  under  any  special  heading,  and  that 
the  great  majority  of  deaths  occurred  from  Cancer,  Intra¬ 
cranial  Lesions  or  from  Heart  disease.  Deaths  at  younger 
ages  were  comparitively  rare.

in  the  District. 


General  Cases. 

The  majority  of  acute  cases  are  still  dealt  with  at  the 
Salisbury  Infirmary  or  at  Odstock  Hospital.  The  accom¬ 
modation  at  both  hospitals  appears  to  be  both  satisfactory 
and  efficient,  though  at  times  waiting  lists  appear  to  be 
rather  long. 

Infectious  Cases. 

These,  as  previously  reported,  are  all  now  admitted  to 
Odstock  Hospital,  where  they  are  well  looked  after  and 
complaints  are  rare. 

Ambulance  Services. 

Apart  from  the  Hospitals,  an  ambulance  service  and  a 
fleet  of  cars  for  sitting  cases  are  available  for  the  use  of 
the  district.  These  are  run  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  by  the  local  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  These 
cars  cover  a  large  mileage  and  the  service  is  much  appre¬ 
ciated.  Application  for  their  use  is  made  to  the  County 
Hall  or  to  the  local  organiser  in  Salisbury. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  of  water  samples,  swabs,  etc  .  is  as  in 
former  years  carried  out  at  the  Pathological  Laboratory 
at  Salisbury.  This  service  is  free  to  the  Council,  and 
samples  of  all  the  public  supplies  are  submitted  for 
analysis  regularly  arid  frequently.  The  service  is  satis¬ 
factory  and  the  Staff  are  very  helpful  to  the  Council  Staff. 


Care  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 

Cases  of  old  people  requiring  care  and  attention  can  be 
divided  into  three  groups  . — 

(1)  The  active  group  not  suffering  from  definite 

disease. 

(2)  The  chronic  sick. 

(3)  Those  requiring  mental  care. 

Of  these  three  groups  the  chronic  sick  are,  especially  in 
female  cases,  the  most  difficult  to  accommodate.  At  the 
moment  there  is  a  long  waiting  list  for  admission  to 
hospital. 

While  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  lays  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  providing  accommodation  for  the  healthy 
aged  on  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  County  Council, 
pre-institution  care  devolves  mainly  on  the  local  medical 
officer  of  health,  as  does  certification  of  the  necessity  of 
their  removal  to  an  institution. 

This  year  again  a  number  of  cases  have  been  invest¬ 
igated  and  dealt  with.  It  has  fortunately  been  unneces¬ 
sary  to  make  application  to  the  court  for  any  compulsory 
removal  orders. 

The  accommodation  offered  to  these  old  people  at  New 
Bridge  Hospital  and  at  Meyrick  Close,  and  at  the  new 
home  at  Downton,  is  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory  for 
institutional  homes.  The  old  folk  are  well  treated  and 
allowed  the  maximum  possible  liberty. 

Enquiries  were  made  to  the  Ministry  and  to  the  County 
Welfare  Authority  as  to  whether  an  additional  allocation 
of  houses  could  be  granted  for  these  old  people  and  as  to 
whether  the  County  Welfare  Authority  would  give  such  a 
grant  as  to  make  it  a  financial  possibility  to  build  a  small 
colony  of  bungalows  at  a  reasonably  small  rental  and  to 
provide  for  supervision  and  help 

While  the  County  Welfare  Authority  were  in  favour  of 
this  scheme  they  found  the  provision  of  institutions  as 
much  as  their  finances  would  allow  at  present  and  were 
therefore  unable  to  offer  grants.  The  Ministry  were  unable 


to  grant  additional  allocations  to  deal  specially  with  old 
people.  The  scheme  has  therefore  had  to  be  abandoned 
temporarily,  at  least,  until  the  worst  of  the  ordinary 
housing  needs  have  been  dealt  with. 

New  Housing  and  Medical  Need. 

During  the  year  a  great  many  visits  were  paid  to  hous¬ 
ing  applicants  who  claimed  the  additional  housing  points 
awarded  by  the  Council  to  cases  where  there  was  need  of 
re-housing  on  medical  grounds.  Certificates  were  given 
where  necessary. 


Burial  of  the  Dead — National  Assistance  Act ,  1948 . 

Responsibility  for  the  burial  of  the  dead  in  cases  where 
no  provision  has  been  made  or  can  be  made  by  any  other 
authority  or  person  now  lies  with  the  Sanitary  Authority 
of  the  area  in  which  the  person  dies.  These  cases  occur 
at  irregular  intervals  and  are  mainly  dealt  with  by  con¬ 
tract.  The  amount  expended  by  the  Council  is  recoverable 
from  the  Ministry. 

Alteration  in  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

As  in  recent  years  copies  of  all  cases  of  notifiable 
disease  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Council  within 
twelve  hours  of  receipt.  In  return  for  this  the  County 
pays  a  notification  fee  equal  to  that  paid  by  the  R.D.C. 
to  the  notifying  doctor  Now  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
from  the  local  doctors  come  directly  to  the  District 
M.O.H,  These  notifications,  together  with  those  received 
directly  from  the  County  Chest  Physician,  are  entered  on 
the  register  and  among  other  uses  are  valuable  in  checking 
medical  certificates  for  housing  purposes. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  staffing  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  as 

follows  : —

Medical  Officer  of  Health  shared  with  two  neighbouring 
areas. 

Three  fully  qualified  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  are  also 
qualified  Food  and  Meat  Inspectors. 

One  Clerk  of  Works  engaged  in  supervision  of  the  building 
of  new  council  houses. 

Recently  two  experienced  men  have  been  engaged  and 
provided  with  vans  to  supervise  the  pumps,  water  supplies 
and  sewage  plants  in  the  district.  There  is  now  ample 
work  to  keep  both  men  busy.  Another  addition  to  the 
staff  is  a  rodent  operator.  This  man’s  duty  is  to  find  and 
destroy  rodent  infestation  in  the  district ;  so  far  his  work 
has  been  very  useful.  His  services  are  shared  by  Wilton 
Borough  and  Amesbury  Rural  District. 

The  staff  is  completed  by  two  clerks  to  deal  with  the 
many  and  ^varied  duties  connected  with  Public  Health, 
Survey,  Town  and  Country  Planning,  Water  Supply,  etc. 

Council  Offices. 

These  have  been  moved  from  Castle  Street  to  new 
premises  at  Endless  Street.  The  new  premises  are  easier 
of  access,  more  commodious  and  much  more  convenient 
to  the  Public  as  well  as  the  staff.  There  is  also  the  add¬ 
itional  advantage  mat  aJl  committee  meetings  can  be  held 
comfortably  in  the  new  offices.
